In the nation’s 
childhood it worked well enough to 
suffer each state to fir for itself the safe­ 
guards as well as the terms of suffrage 
But the fact bas long been recognized 
that this system is entirely illogical, dan­ 
gerous to the rights of individual citi­ 
zens. and pregnant with peril to the in­ 
terests of the nations. 
The citizens of the United States, as 
metiers now stand, may or may not be a 
sharer in the governing powers. 
Each 
state determines for itself; if he happens 
to be a resident of one state he is denied 
the suffrage because he does not oomply 
with conditions which are not required 
at all across an imaginary line in a differ 
ent state. 
Bere he must have property; 
there he need have none. 
He must be 
a taxpayer; there he need not. 
Here be 
must be able to read or write; there he 
may vote without ability to do either. 
In seme stall s cc mmission of this or 
that offence disfranchises, but by re­ 
moval to a different state the offender 
regains his franchise. 
Here he must 
have resided cLe year, there a longer or 
shorter time within the state; in some 
statis the immigrant must first be nat­ 
uralized, in others he can vote as soon 
as he has declared bis intention to be­ 
come a citizen. Viewed without regard 
to the habits of thought which have 
grown up with all, this state of things is 
incredibly foolish, and almost inconceiv­ 
ably dangerous. 
But such d.ff trtnces ae these the con­ 
stitution recognizes by providing that 
those only, may 
vote fcr numbers of 
congress 
who 
have 
“ the 
qualifi­ 
cations 
requisite 
for 
electors 
of 
the 
most numerous 
branch of the 
State Legislature.” Amendment of the 
constitution in that particular wouldnow 
be difficult. It is a matter of even great­ 
er importance that, without any consti­ 
tutional requirement, the methods ot 
voting and of ascertaining and guarding 
the right of suffrage are left almost en­ 
tirely to the states. 
The United State** 
coction laws hitherto passed being framed 
for a limned purpose, do in effect pro­ 
vide for appointment cf certain i Aiders 
who shall see that provisions of state law 
axe faithfully observed, but it is never­ 
theless left to Bisie law elene to deter­ 
mine what “set shall be done” or what 
proof submitted ss a prerequisite. 
In 
some states the methcds prescribed do 
in effect disfranchise many citizens. 
In 
some the right to vote is carefully ascer­ 
tained and guarded; in others there is no 
oare about any part of the business, and 
b o real protection against fraud. 
It 
would seem incredible, if custom had 
not habituated the people to this absur­ 
dity, that a great nation should thus leave 
the ascertainment and protection of its 
voting power for presidential electors 
and members of congteag to the varying 
whims of thirty-eight legislatures. 
The “great 
constitutional lawyers” 
who infest Washington will discover 
many obstacles in the way, no doubt, if 
anybody proposes that the United States 
should in any manner regulate the suff­ 
rage. 
But it would seem to be expressly 
in accordance with the constitution to 
enaot that a person, before voting for a 
member of congress or presidential elec­ 
tors, shall prove that he has “ the qualifi­ 
cations requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of H e state legisla­ 
ture”, and shall submit that proof to an 
officer crested and ectmg under United 
States law. Tne constitutional require­ 
ment carries with it the power and duty 
to provide that it shall not be disregard­ 
ed, either by the neglect of any state 
legislature or by the neglect or miscon­ 
duct of any state official.

celestial demonstration. A poor man and 
w ife—travelers. Joseph and Mary by name 
—had lodged in an out-house of an unim­ 
portant village. The supreme hour of sol- 
emnil 
tossed, and upon the pallid 
foreht 
eek of Mary God had set 
the dignity, the grandeur, the tenderness, 
the everlasting and Divine significance of 
motherhood. 
But such scenes bud often occurred in 
Bethlehem, yet never before had a star 
been unfixed or had a baton of light m ar­ 
shaled over the hills-wiuged orchestra, 
lf 
there had been such brilliant and mighty 
recognition at au event in the house of 
Pharaoh, or at an advent in tho house of 
Caesar, or the house of Hapsburg, or the 
house of Stuart, we would not so m ud 
have w ondered; but a barn seems too pool 
a center for such delicate and archangelic 
circumference.

Reading is too

THEIR LIVES IN DANGER. 
General Legitime Threatens to KUI For­ 
eigners Who Interfere In Haytlan Pol­ 
itics. 
New Y ork, Jan. 3.—A special to the 
Mail and Express from Port au Prince, 
dated December 31, says: 
“ Articles in 
tho Haytian newspapers contain furious 
threats against Mr. Thompson, Minister 
of the United Btates to Hayti. 
Many 
Americans 
have 
been 
arrested, both 
men and women. The American consu­ 
late is Ii Hod with refugees. 
Hippolyte’s 
array is marching on this city. Port au 
Prince. Legitime said he would show no 
clemency to foreigners who interfere in 
Haytian politics. 
He said he would shoot 
about 500 if necessary. The excitement 
here is intense. 
Americans at Port au 
Prince are in danger of their lives.” 
Haytian Minister Preston, when shown 
the dispatch from Port au Prince pub­ 
lished iu the Mail and Express respecting 
the arrest of foreigners, and especially 
Americans who interfered in Haytian pol 
itics, said that he had received no in­ 
formation confirmatory of such report, nor 
had he heard of any complaints about for 
eign interference, and that he therefore 
did not believe the story. 
Washington, Jan. 3.—No official ad­ 
vices have been receivod at the State De­ 
partment from Hayti about the reported

la order to explain the manner in 
which the cars are heated, the following 
is furnished by Mr. George Gibbs, Me - 
obamoal engineer of the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee St Bt. Paul Railway: 
The steam is taken direct from the 
locomotive boiler through pressure reg­ 
ulating Bhd safety valves, whioh allow 
low pressure steam only to pass bac^ to 
the cars, through the main train supply 
pipe and thence to the beating pipes io 
each car. 
Tne direst supply pipe is carried 
through the top of the cars, and flexible 
connections made over the center of the 
platforms by means of automatic coup 
ling* and bose. 
By tkis construc­ 
tion, complete immunity from danger 
of scalding in case of accident is secured; 
the reducing and safety valves making 
over pressure impossible and the auto­ 
matic couplings on top of cars allowing 
harmless escape of the steam, and in­ 
stantly breaking connection to locomo­ 
tive. 
The direct train pipe is tapped in eaob 
oar by a branch pipe, wbiob communi­ 
cates with radiator piping along the sides 
for 
heating 
surface. 
In addition 
to this, provision is made for prop­ 
erly ventilating cars by an arrangement 
in each of “indirect heating” radiators, 
very similar to stacks in the cellars of 
bouses heated by steam, so that the mo­ 
tion of the train forces in large volumes 
of heated fresh air. 
The feature in connection with a de­ 
vice used for automatically regulating 
the temperature to a fixed point, says 70 
degrees, assures the highest attainable 
degree of comfort in a changeable winter 
climate.

New York Herald: The meteorologi­ 
cal winter has just begun with the eolu- 
stioe. After the rough experience of last 
winter it is no wonder that the public 
mind is exercised about the weather of 
the next three months. In the present 
state of science no infallible prediction 
is possible. 
The problems involved in a canula- * 
lion of even general weather probabil­ 
ities for two or three months ahead are 
more difficult than those encountered by 
Hailey rn predicting the return in 1858 
of the periodic con et which made h a 
name so famous. The sun spot theory, 
the theory of cyclical weather changes 
in a long series of venrs, the theory of 
planetary influence h*ve all been in­ 
voked for the purpose of foretelling the 
meteorological peculiarities of: 0 lining 
seasons. But as yet there bas been no 
very great advance ly long range weath­ 
er prognostications. 
The most promising method of mak­ 
ing suoh forecasts is one suggested by 
Robert Hocke mere than two hundred 
years ago. 
Referring*^ tho observa­ 
tion cf weather changes following the 
fall and rise of the barometer, Hooke 
said: “I Itfpe it will help us one seep 
toward raising a theoretical pillar or 
pyramid, from the top of which we may 
be able to see the mutations of the 
weather before tbey approach us and to 
predict and forewarn.” 
However many 
factors of weather there may be, the one 
which is everywhere most potent is at’ 
mospberio pressure. A single great waye 
of presents will often remain stationary 
and will chape and control tho weather 
over almost an entire continent for many 
weeks, and even months together. 
In 
this fact mainly lies the possibility of j 
prevising the main features of a season. 
Looking then at the recent and pres­ 
ent distribution of atmospheric pressure 
over British America and the Atlantic, 
we obtain some clews to tho meteorol­ 
ogy cf the United Btates for the next 
three months. Prof. Charles Carpmealf 
directer of the Canadian meteorogical 
service, has very courteously furnished 
the Herald with the mean barometric 
pressures and mean temperatures over 
the northwest teiritory, Manitoba, On­ 
tario, Quebec and the Canadian mari­ 
time 
province? 
during 
November 
1888. These data afford a slight ba^ia 
for a forecast. They show that there 
was a wave of rather abnormal high 
pressure extending from Hudson Bay re­ 
gion southeastwardly over the lakes and 
Bt. Lawrence Valley to New England. 
The greatest exce s c f pressure during 
the month was .175 of an inch at Chat­ 
ham, N. B., on the eastern slope of the 
wave; the least excess was from .CCI to 
.075 of an inch on its wt stern slope, iD 
Manitoba. This wave bas been at work 
since September, causing for the most 
part a cold autumn in the United Btates 
east of the Mississippi, while relative y a 
mild season prevailed in most rf the re­ 
gions to the westward. In all probabil­ 
ity this high pressure movement from 
British America—the laboratory of o u r 
winter weather—will more or less prevail 
to shape our weather till March, at least 
over the eastern portion of tbs country. 
Following this thread and assuming, 
as we may with some reason, th it the 
high pressure movement from british 
America will not quickly cease, we may 
anticipate a winter slightly colder than 
usual in New England and the lake bor­ 
dering regions, and one of about the or­

As

ic coast storms is dependent upon a 
high barcmetnc pressure on the Atlantic 
sea-board, this winter's gales on the west 
em aud northern margins [of the golf 
stream are likely to bt somewhat more 
violent than in an ordinary season, and 
precipitation on the seaboard in excess, 
with more rain than snow. The present 
outlook does not indicate an excessively 
rigorous winter iu the Mississippi Valley 
and the northwest, but, on the contrary* 
a season more fevorable for crops than 
that of 1888. 
By Marob I, however, it is likely the 
present Canadian high pressure will have 
disappeared and a similar wave have 
formed in the northwest, rn which case 
the winter, ending March 21, will close 
with milder weather than usual m the 
Atlantic states and a late spring in the 
northwest. 
Of course these probabilities are ten­ 
tative. But the discussion of thou re­ 
veals the necessity for a wider range of 
obseruations which will furnish a solid 
basis for season predictions, than which 
nothing within the scope of scientific 
enterprise could be of greater practical 
importance to the world.
